OBSERVATIONS : 

Our communication facilities were thoroughly tested 
during Operation Alert, 1957, (7/l2 through 7/19/57) and we 
will, of course, periodically test communication facilities each 
month as we have during the previous year which will assure 
their efficiency and availability in the event of an emergency.
